S.O. Sl7(E).—It) excfcine of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential Coin- 
tnodilies Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
Order further to amend the Cotton Control Order, 1955, namely:-— 

li This Older may be called the Cotton Control (Second Amendment) Order, 1976. 

2. In the Cotton Control Order, 1955, after clause 4, the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely;— 

‘'4A. (1) The Textile Commissioner may, with a view to jcgulating the supply of 
cotton or kapas in the country or with a view to securing compliance with 
this Order, issue directions to any person holding in stock cotton or kapas or 
any class of such persons, regarding the maximum quantity of any descrip-- 
tion of cotton or kapas which may l>e kept in his or their possession at any 
time or during a specifled period, and the period within which cotton or kapas 
in excess of the quantity specifled in such direction shall be disposed of by 
Such person or class of persons, 

(2) The Textile Commissioner in exercise of the powers confeired Upon hint under 
Sub-clause (1) shall have regard to the following matters, namely;-^ 

(a) the stock position of cotton or kapaS in the coUntit*; 

(b) the normal stocks kept with such person or class of persons and the sales made 

during a particular period; and 

(c) the need to regulate supplies of cotton to the onanufacturers.

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(3) Every person to whom the Textile Commissioner issues directions under suor 
clause (1) shall comply with such directions.”

S.O. 518(E).—Whereas the Central Government had made a reference to the Tariff 
Commission to make an enquiry into the cost struct n-e of jute goods, namely, B-Twill and 
D.W. Flour Bags and make an assessment of the actual cost of conversion of raw jute 
into the said jute goods within a period of three ''ears from the 1st April, 1973; 

W'hereas the Tariff Commission had made investigation accordingly but could not 
hold public inquiry for the purpose before submitting its report to the Government for 
want of quorum; 

hereas the Tariff Commission has since been wound up; 

And W'heieas the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary to appoint 
a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into a definite matter of 
public importance, namely, to have an authoritative assessment of the conversion of raw 
jute into the aforesaid jute goods for the purpose of fixation of fair prices for the pur¬ 
chases made by that Government; 

Now, Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-Section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (6 of 1952), the Central Government
